SHIPMENT:  By  Express.  Freight,  or  Parcel  Post.  We  will  make  shipment  the  best  and  cheapest  way. 
The  largest  and  heaviest  orders  are  sent  by  freight.  Orders  from  about  20  to  30  lbs.  go  by  express. 
Orders  for  less  than  20  lbs.  go  best  bj^  Parcel  Post,  providing  the  package  is  not  over  the  size  limits 
about  4  feet  high.  Parcel  Post  Shipments  we  send  C.  O.  D.  for  the  postage  unless  sufficient  postage 
is  sent  with  the  order  to  prepay  it.  On  Parcel  Post  shipments  that  we  send  C.  O.  D.  for  the  postage 
there  is  an  extra  charge  of  ours  and  the  Post  Office  Department  for  handling  and  collection  fees,  which 
makes  the  amount  higher  than  on  the  prepaid  shipments.
